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IUB Board Member Nick Wagner Accepts
Position with Black Hills Energy

(Des Moines) — Nick Wagner, a member of the lowa Utilities Board (IUB) since 2013,
has been named Vice President, Colorado Regulatory Affairs & Policy, with Black Hills
Energy, a position at the utility company’s offices in Denver. Wagner will transition to his
new role in July 2020.

He expanded new commissioner training and helped state regulators transition
from commissioner to non-commissioner roles.
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Wagner, who currently lives in Marion, also has served as president of the Mid-America
Regulatory Conference. He previously worked as Director of Quality Management for
the ESCO Group in Marion and prior to joining the IUB he served four years on the
Marion City Council and later served two terms in the lowa House of Representatives.
